Every Georgia Congressman Will Work 
for the Exposition. 


SPEAKER CRISP 1S GLAD T0 Sue IT 


Both memators Believe the Govern- 
“ment Will Make an Exhibit. 


MR. HOKE SMITH IS AT WORK FOR IT 


He Is Getting the South American Coun- 
tries Interested —All the Representa- 
tives Promise to Pull for an Exhibit. 


Washington, January 3.—(Special.)—If 
Georgia’s representatives in congress can 
cause the government to aid the proposed 
€otton States exposition, to be held at At- 
lanta next year, it will have government 
aid. The Georgia congressmen are very 
much interested in this proposed exposi- 
tion. They believe it can be made a great 
success and when it is demonstrated that 
it is to be a success, then they believe con- 
gress will take sufficient interest in it to 
at least make a grand government exhibit, 
and, perhaps, have the government become 
interested in it just as it was in the New 
Orleans exposition, the centennial and the 
world’s fair. Certainly, the Georgia con- 
gressmen will do all in their power from 
this end of the line to make it a mammoth 
international show. 

Today I talked with ali the members of 
the Georgia delegation ard each and every 
one of them expressed a desire to do all in 
his power to aid the good work of making 
an exposition which will be a boom to the 
entire south. 

Speaker Crisp and the Senators. 

Speaker Crisp says he hopes and believes 
it will be a great success and that he is 
ready to do anything in his power to aid 
in making the show worthy of the south 
and of ‘the whole country. He believes 
that no other city in the south could handle 
such an exposition as Atlanta contemplates. 

Senator Colqwpitt said: “I stand ready to 
do everything possible to promote the pro- 
posed exposition. I think the government 
should make a grand exhibit. With the in- 
fluence of the government behind the expo- 
sition it would undoubtedly be a great 
show.. At the proper time, I think we may 
expect the government to. do its proper 
part. 

Secretary Smith is deeply interested in 
the proposed exposition and has begun 
communications with the various ministers 
of’ Central America. Several countries, 
through their representatives in Washing- 
ton, have alteady expressed a desire to be 
represented, as they think such an expo- 
sition is of equal importance to them and 
would do incalculable good to their cotton 
industries, 


Coteonrtt 

Colonel Livingston said: “‘I.am decidedly 
in favor of a cotton and international ‘expo- 
sition, to be held in Atlanta in 1894. There 
are many reasons why our own people and 
country will be benefited. Such an exposi- 
tion will stimulate diversified products and 
industries, bring into life much that lies 
dormant and unknown and bring the sec- 
tions, north and south, of this country into 
closer relations which may and should im- 
prove our business and political relations. 
Such an exposition should develop a fruit- 
ful interchange of commodities between 
this country and South’ America and Mex- 
ico. The local good to grow out of such an 
exposition will be incalculable. I hope the 
southern people will push this matter to a 
successful issue. ~Atlanta deserves the 
thanks of all our good people for inaugu- 
rating the project and I have unlimited 
confidence in Atlanta’s success in every le- 
gitimate enterprise she undertakes. The 
United States government should act lib- 
erally towards this enterprise.’ 

.Juauge Turner said: “I believe and hore 
that the proposed exposition at Atlanta will 
be a great success. I should like especially 
to see the international feature a success. 
1 think it could be made so, even without 
governmental assistance. A national ex- 
hibit would tend to promote, of course, an 
international] feature.”’ 

A Solid Delegation. 

Mr. Tate: ‘I shall do all in my power to 
aid the proposed cotton exposition. 1 am 
highly in favor of a handsome government 
exhibit in a special government bilding.”’ 

Mr. Russell: “Of course I am for govern- 
ment aid for an exposition at Atlanta. I 
‘hope we may be able to get a government 
appropriation for the exposition, as well 
as.an appropriation for a government ex- 
hibit.” 

Judge Maddox: “You may count upon my 
aid. I think we should certainly have a 
“grand government exhibit. The government 
has appropriated money to aid the east and 
the west, and government aid is nothing 
miore than the south is entitled to.”’ 

Major Black: ‘I hope to see the proposed 
exposition a great success. I will do any- 
thing consistent with my position to aid it.” 

Colonel ter: “I am glad we are to 
have a great international exposition in 
the south and will do my share to make it 
a@ success.”’ 

‘Congressmen from all the southern states 
express much interest in the proposed expo- 
sition and with a iittle energy and enthu- 
siasm thrown into the movement here at 
the capital, after it has been demonstrated 
that the expcsition is a go, government aid 
in the shape of a government exhibit can 
alinost certainly be secured.

MITCHELL SIGNED THE AGREEMENT 


Bat Insisted on Having a Clause 
Changed—What Corbett Says. 
Jacksonville, FPla., January %.—Charley 
Mitchell signed the amended articles of 
agreement today, under pressure from the 
officials of the Duval Athletic Club, d 
thus relieves himself of the charge of being 
a “rank quitter.” The amended articles 
now provide that the @ight shall take place 
in Duval or St. John’s county, the latter 
being the county in which Mitchell's train- 
ing qu@rters are located. Mitchell also in- 
sisted on’a change in the clause regarding 
the furnishing of the gloves for the fight. 
The original articles provided for five-ounce 
gloves to be furnished by Corbett. The 
Englishman insisted that the clause should 
De changed so as to read that the gloves 
should be furnished by ‘‘Corbett or Mitchell.”

, A Talk with Mitchell. :

Manager .Bowden,.of the club, had a leng 


conference with Mitchell at his training 
quarters. ‘‘Bat’’ Masterson, the well-known 
Colorado sport, was present. «iitchell said 
that his objection to signing the amended 
articles was not because he wanted to 
“crawfish’’ but due to the fact that he was 
a foreigger and did not want to violate the 
laW of the state. Mitchell further claimed 
to be anxious to meet Corbett at any time 
and place and said that he came to America 
for that express purpose. When Manager 
Bowden, of the club, got back to Jackson- 
ville from Mitchell’s training quarters, hée 
found Corbett in the city. When the chat®t- 
pion was shown the amended articles. sign- 
ed by Mitchell he ‘“‘cut up rough’’ about the 
change in the clause relating to:the gloves. 
Corbett claims that as champion he has the 
undoubted right to furnish the gloves and 
says that Bowden has been led into a trap 
by Mitchell by which the latter hopes to 
get out of fighting at the last moment by 
raising a dispute about the gloves. 
Now ‘Corbett Is Kicking. 

Corbett was in a great! passion, and swore 
that he would not sign the amended articles 
unless it was stipulated that, in case of 
dispute, each principal might furnish his 
pwn gloves, said gloves to weigh. not less 
than five ounces. To pacify Corbett, this 
additional amendment was made, . and 
Mitehol)-wren informed of the ¢hanke py - 
wire, answered that it was satisfactory. 
Corbett seems to fear some trick by which 
Mitchell may evade meeting him at the ‘ast 
moment. 

The ordinance passed by the city council 
last night opens up another recourse for 
the club, so its members claim. The effect 
of the ordinance is to license glove contests. 
The club proposes to get a iicense and de- 
mand police protection from the city’ in the 
carrying out of what it claims a lawful 
programme. If the county authorities inter- 
fere and stop the contest, the city will be 
sued for heavy damages for not preventing 
any interference with what it .icenses aa 
lawfu.. Regarding the change in the 
articles leaving the place for thé contest 
to be selected, the Southern Associated 
Press correspondent asked Manager Bowden 
if the desire of the club to have the privi- 
lege of naming any place meant that the 
club might find it necessary to name a 
secret place. He rep-ied, no, in@@ed, they 
could not afford anything of the kind. It 
would cost thein just about $30,000. That 
was a. little too much of a luxury. They 
were satisfied that contests were lawful, 
and proposed to have the thing. publicly. 
The club members still talk contidently of 
the:r ability to pull off the fight, but how 
they propose to do it in the face of Gover- 
nor M‘tchel’s vupposition is one of the 
things they are keeping from the public. 

The Latest Scheme. 

Late last night the Associated Press cor- 
respondent learned from a gentleman who 
is very close to the managers of the Ath-

IN FAVOR OF THE TAX 


A Report Recommending One on Indl- 
vidual Incomes. 


MR. TURNER'S VOTE CARRIED If 


Two Per Cent on All Incomes Over 
$4,000 Is Advocated. 


SENATOR COLQUITT STILL IMPROVING 


His Health Promises to Be All Right for 
Him to Make the Next Senato-

Washington, January 3.—(Special,.)—Con- [. 


gress is growfng more devilish every day, 
so to speak. It is growing more indepen- 
dent. It is beginning to think for itself and 
it looks like the will of the people is now 
going to rule. The agreement of the ways 
and means committee to report an individu- 
al income tax of 2 per cent on all incomes 
over $4,000 is a victory for the great mass 
of people of this country, and Judge Turner, 
of Georgia, deserves credit for casting the 
decisive vote of the committee on the side 
of the people. He did this in face of the 
fact that the administration was tugging 
wildly at his coat tail to pull him on the 
other side of the fence. A large majority 
of the democrats of the house welcome 
enthusiastically this report of the commit- 
tee. Western democrats claim thatit makes 
such states as Illinois, Indiana, Wisconsin 
and Michigan surely democratic, while it 
will make the party extremely popular in 

e western states. Southern men be-

lieve It will have the effect of knocking the 


remnants of the third party In the various 
southern states to the four winds. There 
are, of course, a few democrats kicking, but 
they, with the exception of ..epresentative 
Black, of Illinois, are almost exclusively 
from eastern states. New York and New 
England men who represent city district» 
are opposed to an individual income, tax, 
but it not believed they will cut a very large 
figure in the house. Indeed it is not be- 
lieved that they have sufficient strength to 
defeat this feature of the revenue bill, al- 
though Mr. Bourke Cockran, of New York, 
stated some time ago that he would be 
forced to fight an individual income tax on 
the floor of the house. It .s not probable 
that he will do.so. Mr. Cockran is too good 
a wemocrat to desert a report from his wn 


committee though he may vote against it. | 


It is not probable that he will make a fight 
against it. There is going to be a hard fight 
in the house to pass this individual income 
tax. 

Expected to Pass the House. 

The republicans will vote nearly solidly 
against it, and they will have a small fol- 
lowing of democrats, but the populists will 
probably yoté solidly for the Income tax. 


It is generally believed that it will carry | 


in the house by a fair majority. The dan- 
ger is in the senate. The Louisiana sena- 
tors may vote against it in order to get a 
tax on sugar, and indeed, already there is 
a scheme on foot in the senate to place a 
sufficiently large tax on sugar to raise all 
the revenue required, and thus do away 
with the necessity for an income tax. 

The bill, as it will be reported from the 
committeg,on ways and means, will tax 
all incomes over $4,000 at 2 per cent. This 
means the incomes of corporations as well 
as the incomes of individuals. But where 
a man derives part of his income from a 
corporation, and that income is taxed as 
the income of the corporation, it is not 
again taxed as the income of the individual. 
Members of the ways and means committee 
say that the collection of this tax will not 
require the army of collectors that its op- 
ponents have been claiming. The tax will 
be collected by the internal revenue de- 
partment and it wil} require very few ad- 
tional clerks to attend to the business. 

The tariff debate may open in the house 
tomorrow. It is probable that the demo- 
cratic caucus on it will be held on Friday 
night. There is a good deal of talk about 
opposition to the tariff bill, but it all comes 
from a few sources. Four of the Louisiana 
men may vote against the bill on account 
of its treatment of sugar. One or two 
New York democrats may vote against it, 
but, all told, it is not probable that there 
will be a dozen democratic votes. cast 
against the bill. There are a number of 
the democrats, however, who will endeavor 
to amend the bill in certain particulars, but 
in the event of failure they will not vote 
against it. 

Some of the Alabama men want to amen4d 
their iron schedule, but, in the event they 
fail, they will not go so far as to vote 
against the bill. Colonel Oates, of Alabamz, 
says he will vote for a tax of'50 cents a 
ton on iron and coal unless the caucus 
decrees otherwise. He also thinks sugar 
should be taxed 1 cent a pound, but, like 
nearly all democrats, he will abide by the 
decision of the caucus, 
ably be adopted by the house and sent to 
the senate within three -weeks. 

Estill or Beekwith. 

Washington, January 3.—(Special.)}—The 
appointment of a surveyor of the port of 
Savannah will be made shortly. Brock 
Beckwith is heavily. endorsed, and will 
secure the place if it is not given to Colonel 
Estill, editor of The Savannah Morning 
News. The department is anxious for Col- 
enel Esti'l to apply for the place, and he 
has been told that if he will simply ex- 
press a desire he can have it; but Colonel 
Estill has endorsed Mr. Beckwith, and 
refuses. to make his. wishes known, what- 
ever they are, in the matter.’

HOWARD 1S GUILTY. 


Sentence Deferred by the Judge Until 
This Morning. 


JORORS BALLOTED ONLY ONCE 


He Received the Verdict with Lit 
tle Show of Emotion. 


HIS FRIENDS STICK FAST TO HIM 


A Motion Will Be Made for a New Trial 
Immediately—A Heavy Bond 
Will Be Named. 


Jackson, Tenn., January 3.—(Special.)— 


“Rev.’’ George Frederick Burgerne Howard, 


the great foreign ‘claim swind.er, was 
found guilty as charged on the eight in- 
dictments, and he will do time at the 
United States prison, at Columbus, O., un- 
less the supreme court of the United 
States, to which he appeals, reverses the 
decision of the lower court. The verdict of

| and was found on the first ballot. One of 


the jurors, after his discharge, said that 
they had made up their minds as to what 
would be their verdict before the arguments 
begun, as the proof was so overwhelming. 
He said there was not a single dissenting 


voice during the deliberations of the jury 


with the exception of one man who had 
some doubts as to whether Howard was 
William Lord Moore. When it was shown 
him that even if such be not true, it would 
make no difference, as it was Howard they 


were trying. This juror came around all 


right. 
The Bond Will Be Heavy. - 


Howard will have to make his bond to- 
morrow morning, and as the amount will 
probably be not less than $20,000, he will 
have considerable difficulty in making it. 
The gentlemen who went on his previous 
bond of $8,500 will have some hesitancy in 
signing their names to any paper that will 
endanger their finances. The effect of the 
verdict on the defendant’s family and con- 
nections is a most sad one. Mrs. 8. E, 
Hughes, his mother-in-law, who was 2t her 
home across the street from the federal 
pbuilding when the news reached her, ran 
out onthe street, protested vehemently and 
charged the government with having perse- 
cuted rather than prosecuted her son-in-law. 
She was taken back into the house by 
friends, and it is thought her mind will be 
seriously affected. Mrs. Howard, wife of 
the defendant, who was present during this 
morning’s session, was not out this after- 
noon, having been prostrated by the finding 
of the jury. 

The members of Howard’s church, more

| eepecially the female portion, still believe 


the jury has said the defendant, under his 
various aliases, is guilty, and the general 
public upholds it. The sentence; however, 
is @ small one, compared with the magni- 
tude of his crime and the large territory 
over which he operated. Thotisands of de- 
‘luded, iltiterate people have been taken in 
by Howard. 

After the court charged the“jury last 
night, the twelve men repaired to 
their chamber, but immediately ad- 
journed until this morning’ at 
8°30 o'clock, .when they. commenced delib- 
erationa and on the first ballot reached the 
verdict that pronounced Howard as guilty 
on each of the twenty-four counts of the 
eight indictments. It was 9 o'clock when 
the jury filed into the courtroom, and the 
great throng of spectators saw depicted in 
their countenances what their verdict would 
be. 

“Gentlemen of the jury, the marshal in- 
forms the court that you desire to make a 
report,”’ said Judge Hammond, as the ju- 
rors took their seats in the box, 

“We do,”’ replied the foreman, rising and 
approaching the bench. 

“Have you reached a verdict?” 


“We have, and find the defendant guilty.” 


“Guilty, so say you all?” and after each 
juryman nodded assent the court thanked 
them for their services during the past four 
weeks and discharged them. When the ver- 
dict of the jury was made known the de- 
fendant’s countenance was a puzzle, Aside 
from the paleness of his face and restless- 
ness of his eyes there was little to indicate 
that Howard was any more concerned in 
the verdict than 500 others who were pres- 
ent. Howard sat at the bar, surrounded 
by k:s counsel and by his wife and other 
members of the family. A scene was an- 
ticipated, but there was none. Mrs. How- 
ard groaned almost audibly and clasped 
her hands for a moment, but soon recov- 
ered composure and sat during the remain- 
der of the proceedings as though carved 
out of stone. 

Wants a New Trial 

At this juncture the court turned to Mr. 
Canada, counsel for the defendant, and 
asked him what further proceeding he 
would have before sentence should be pro- 
nounced on the defendant. Mr. Canada 
arose and made the usual application for 
a new trial and arrest of judgment until 


he and his associates could prepare the pa-— 


pers. eo 
“Unless you have some unexpected evyi- 
dence, or unless you have some defects to 
point out to sustain your application for 
a new trial or arrest of judgment, the court 
will hear you now.” 

The counsel asked that at least two day’s 
time be granted him to prepare tle papers, 
and the court asked him to name the points 
on which he Dased his application, that it 
might know whether to grant the time. 
Mr. Canada arose and said there were de- 
fects in the indictment, an error in not 
allowing the defendant ten challenges and 
an error of court in expressing an opinion 
to the jury during the introduction. of tes- 
timony. These points were briefly argued 
and the court said the defendant and his 
counsel could have sufficient time to draw 
up their bill of exceptions and prepare 
their papers. The defense then sprung the 
question of sentence and the same was 
argued until noon, when the court adjourned 
until 2 o’clock. It was claimed by Howard's 
counsel that inasmuch as the eight dif- 
ferent endictments had been consolidated 
and the defendant tried on them, that only 
one sentence could be given to the prisoner, 
that is, a term of not more than eighteen 
months in prison and a fine of $600.

Shepperd’s 
Bush, London, Eng., as William Lord Moore, 
and using the ‘same victims resumed his 
operations, fleecing them in nearly every 
He was un- 
molested for several months but soon letters 
of complaints were received by the Ameri- 
can legation from the defrauded citizens of 
the United States, and he was requested to 
leave England. Back to New York citr he 
returned and as Joseph Leger, American 
agent for the supreme court chancery, ben- 
don. he again took the same victims and 
continued his swindling - scheme. After 
fleccing them he returned to Jackson, after 
a long absence in Europe looking after the 
Gulf and Tennessee railroad, and opened 
up a shop, styling himself as president of 
the great mythical wind line. Under this 
shield he continued his fraudulent business 
until last July when he was arrested. The 
Constitution’s correspondent sought an in- 
terview with Howard late this afternoon 
in the marshal’s office, where he was kept 
confined, but he refused to be seen by news- 
paper men. His meals are sent to him by 
his family who are using every effort to 
make his confinement as comfortable as 
pogrsible.

THE CHAMBER OF COMMERCE GONE 


Western Union Burned Out and Five 
Blocks Destroyed. 


TELEGRAMS SENT OUT FOR HELP 


A High Wind Was Blowing—Cleveland, 
Detroit and Adrien Sent Engines 
and Men and Did Good Work. 


Toledo, O,, January 3,—Fire tonight caused 
a loss of one and a half million dollars. If 
broke out a few minutes after 6 o’clock in 
the elevator of F. N. Quale & Co., on the 
river fronting on Madison and Water 
Streets. The cause is as yet unknown. An 
explosion of dust caused a general alarm, 
The elevator, with its entire contents, was 
destroyed. A strong northwest wind carried 
the flames across Madison street to the ele- 
vator and the business block of C. A. King 
& Co., which is also a total loss. The 
flames also spread westward across Water 
street to the rear of a large five-story busi- 
ness block, known as the Chamber of Com- 
merce building, owned by Hon. T. P. 
Brown and occupied by the Western:Union 
Telegraph Company, the American District 
Company and a large number of offices, 
which was also destroyed. 

From this the flames spread south, to the 
next building, five stories high, occupied as 
a museum and theater,known as ‘“Won- 
derland,’’ managed by C. H. Moore. This 
was gutted by the flames within a few 
minutes. 

The next building southward was the 
wholesale drug house of West & Truax, 
which is also a total loss. A strong fire wall 
checked the flames in this direction. 

Leaping Across the Streets. 

To the west they leaped across Summit 
street, the chief retail street of the city, in- 
juring the Hartford block, but the fire was 
here checked without great damage. In the 
rear of this building is the office of the 
Postal Telegraph Company, the manager 
of which removed all the apparatus possi- 
ble, thus cutting off all telegraphic commu- 
nication for a time, as the Western Union 
office and instraments were destroyed in 
toto. A two-story block on the northwest 
corner of Water and Madison stré@ets, di- 
agonally across from the Quale elevator, 
' was also destroyed. Se

The total loss will reach nearly $1,000,000, 
as estimated tonight. Owing to the high 
wind, help was requested from the nearest 
cities, a responded to promptly by Cleve- 
land, Detroit and Adrian. The two latter 
reached the city before the fire was under 
control and rendered efficient service. There 
was, fortunately, no fatalities, although 
Captain Frazier, of company No. 1, was 
overcome by smoke and reported kil‘ed, but 
he is all right. This is the largest fire 
that has visited Toledo for the past twenty

years. 

By 9 o’clock the fire was fully under 
control, although the wind having Shifted, 
the fire commenced working to the north, 
along the river front. The Young & Backus 
elevator, the first building of that kind 
built in the city, caught repeatedly, but it 
withstood the fury of the flames. It is an 
abandoned building and those to the north 
beyond it are scarcely more than shanties. 

It is impossible to obtain a correct list of 
the insurance, but it will aggregate perhaps 
three-fifths of the total loss, which amounis 
to $1,200,000. 


FRANCH’S STARTLING CONFESSION. 


He Says He Harled the Bomb in the 
Liceo Theater. 


Madrid, January 3.—The sensation of the 
day in anarchist and police circles is the 
arrest Monday evening of Salvador Franch, 
the noted anarchist leader, chief of the 
conspiracy to cause death and destruction 
in the Liceo theater. Before the examin- 
ing magistrate Franch confessed to being 
the author of the Liceo theater bomb out- 
rage. Salvador Franch says that he alone 
was responsible, when twenty-five people 
were killed and over fifty other people in- 
jured, some of whom have since died of 
their injuries. Franch said: 

“Taking a bomb in each hand, I hurled 
one of them with all my force into the 
center of the closely packed stalls, where 
the group of select people was sitting, and 
a fine explosion followed tle landing of 
the bomb. I threw the other one almost 
immediately afterwards, but I don’t believe 
it exploded, or I should have killed a nice 
lot of bourgeoise, as I aimed it with par- 
ticular care at a portion of the theater 
where that hated class was thick. Of 
course, there was a terrible row and a panic 
after the explosion of the bomb, and before 
it had in any way passed I was enabled to 
get away, as I was already clear of the 
seats and so had no difficulty in making 
for che staircase and from there running 
down into the street.”’ 

Franch then told how he remained in hid- 
ing, supplied with all the news by his 
brother anarchists. When questioned as to 
how he procured the bombs, Franch said: 
“tT made the bombs myself, according to 
the prescribed formula, and I regret deeply 
that so few people were killed.”

Birmingham, Ala., January 3.—(Special.)— 
When the legislature met last spripe and 
the corporate Mmits of Birmingha were 
extended, the property of the Birmingham 
rolling mill was taken in and the company, 
therefore, made liable to taxation by the 
city. Mr. Caldwell, of Louisville, the prin- 
cipal owner, protested strongly and threat- 
ened to shut down the plant and to move 
it away if the tax was imposed on the 
property. His protest and threat were re- 
garded as a. bluff, for the mill was then run- 
ning on full time and was making money. 
Soon after the law was passed, however, 
the mili was shut down and some 500 men 
were thrown out of employment. Since then 
not a day’s work has been done there and 
Mr. Caldwell intimates that none will be 
done until the tax is removed. It begins 
to look like he is going to make Birming- 
ham lay down her hand. A petition has 
been circulated and signed by almost every- 
body whom it has been presented, request- 
ing the city council to take steps to have 
the tax remitted and in future to exempt 
the mill property from taxation, provided 
Mr. Caldwell will put the plant In opera- 
tion again. 

All of the old employes of the mill have, 
moreover, signed an agreement not to sup- 
port for legislative honors any candidate 
who will not first declare that he will vote 
to have the property relieved of taxation. 
It is reported that next week Mr. Caldwell 
and a number of other large holders of the 
stock in the company will meet in this city 
several wealthy New Yorkers, who will 
come down to investigate the prospect of 
making money by adding a steel mill to the 
plant.

Some Parts of the State Think Bir- 
mingham Is Too Ambitious. 

Birmingham, Ala., January 8.—(Special.)— 
It is being tdlked here that the extreme 
north and the extreme south Alabama pofli- 
ticlans are trying to hatch up a scheme 
to pool issues against Birmingham’s man 
Johnston, who now appears to have a walk 
over for the democratic nomination for 
governor.

Huntsville, will, it is be- 
lieved. The idea seems to be to use as po- 
litical capital the fact that middle Alabama 
has had the last governors.

The friends of Captain Johnston say such 
a scheme can never be made to work. In 
the first place they claim that neither Rich 
nor Richardson can deliver his vote to the 
other, for the reason that Johnston is the 
second choice of a large majority of the 
friends of both gentlemen. They claim fur- 
thermore that it cannot be alleged that the 
industrial section of Alabama has had too 
many past political honors conferred on 
it, for it has never been honored with a 
governor nor a senator nor much of any- 


that it is not in Captain Johnston's plat- 
form to bring the state capital to Birming- 
ham any more than it is in Rich’s to move 
it to Mobile nor in Richardson's to carry 
it to Huntsville. 

This proposition is based on the prospect 
that Congressman Oates will not be in the 
race—that he will not offer.

Washington, January 3.—When the vice 
president rapped the senate to order at 12 
o'clock today, hardly a score of senators 
were in their seats, and it was some time 
later before the presence of a quorum could 
have been demonstrated. The floral offer- 
ings of the new year were not numerous. 
A luxuriant bouquet adorned the desk of 
Vice President Stevenson, but he appeared 
to be the only one in the senate receiving 
this mark of favor. 

Among the first to appear on the floor was 
Senator Hill, of New York, and he was

Indiana, Allison, of Iowa, and Mills, of 
Texas. 

Immediately after the reading of the 
journal, Senator Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
presented the credentials of Senator Eppa 
Hunton, of Virginia, and the oath of of- 
fice was administered to the new senator. 

Senator Frye, of Maine, presented a reso- 
lution declaring that in the opinion of the 
senate during the investigation of the com-

The Nation’s Postofiices. 


Washington, January 3.—The total number 
of postoffices in operation on January 1, 
1894 was 68.806. The number of offices of 
the three presidential classes is 3,424. There 
are 151 in the first-class, where the receipts 
are more than $40,000; 674 in the second- 
class, where the receipts range from $8,000 to 
$40,000; and 2,599 in the third-class, where 
the receipts range from $1,900 to $8,000. 
There are also 65,382 fourth-class offices 
where appointments as postmast- 
ers are not made by _—itthe pres- 
ident. The recent raising of forty-three 
fourth-class postoffices to the presidential 
class took effect January ist, and these are 
embraced in the statement. 


Death of Consul Savage. 


Washington, January 3.—The department 
of state was informed by cable today of 
the death of George A. Savage, United 
States consul at Dundee, Scotland. Mr. 
Savage was an invalid several months, his 
age, over sixty years, tending the rapid 
progress of his disease.

Augusta, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)~ 
Messrs. Charles Estes and Thomas Barrett, 
of Augusta, arid several gentlemen of Aiken, 
8. C., have gone in together and bought the 
old paper mill property at Bath, S. C., five 
miles below Augusta. They are organizing 
a company to open up a cotton mill factory 
on the valuable mill site. “They will either 
etart a yarn mill or a bleachery. 

Gone a Lynching. , 

A quadruple lynching of negroes is expect- 
ed tonight at Plum.Branch, 8. C., thirty 
miles above Augusta on the Port Royal and 
Western Carolina railroad. The negroes 
e@re the ones who robbed and set fire to and 
destroyed the store of Mr. M. C. Hitt and 
the express office on December 16th. 

Josh Johnson, an Augusta negro detective, 
who has been at work on the case two 
weeks ferreted out the crime last night and 
obtained a confession from the ringleader of 
the gang, who gave his fhree pals away. 
Johnson returned .tonight from Plum 
Branch and says a posse of men left there 
this afternoon to go out in the country sev- 
eral miles after the negroes. There were 
tnreats of lynching. He says the white 
people up there are tired of being robbed 
and burned out so often, and they are de-

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A HOAX FROM PARIS. 


Story of a Princess Said to Have 
Left a Fortune. 


YOUNG ROMANS INVESTIGATE ‘IT 


If There Was a Million to Be Made by Liv- 
ing in the Tomb, They Wanted 
to Know About It. 


Rome, Ga., January 3.—(Special.)—Some of 
Rome’s young men have had their curiosi- 
ty satisfied and a rather warm discussion 
has been created by reason of a letter from 
Mr. Clyde Shropshire, of Paris. 

Several weeks ago there appeared in the 
columns of The Chicago Herald a lvrid 
story about a Russian princess dying in 
Paris and being out in a crystal coffin oc- 
cupying a handsome vault to herself. The 
story went on to say that in her will she 
left $1,000,000 to the man who would spena 
a year in her tomb. He was to have one 
hour’s exercise each day, but was to see 
no one except the servant who brought his 
meals. It said that many had tried it, but 
few stayed in over two weeks. One stayed 
six months and came out a raving lunatic. 

This story excited several of Rome’s 
young men and it led to a letter being sent 
to Mr. Clyde Shropshire asking him of the 
story. 

Here is an extract from his reply: 

“The story which you copy from The 
Chicago Herald in regard to the million- 
dollar prize to be won by the candidate who 
will remain for one year in the tomb of 
the dead princess, lying in a cemetery here, 
is not new to me. It is the greatest hoax 
ever perpetrated upon a credulous people, 
and not only to America, but into every 
tongue a to every clime has this most 
ridiculous and absurd story gone. It has 
been published in papers all over the world 
and the letters received daily by the mu- 
nicipal authorities in the neighborhood of 
the cemetery in Paris are more than one 
man could read in a month. it requires 
extra mail carriers to deliver the letters 
and the annoyance has grown to such pro- 
portions that the authorities have petitioned 
the papers to publish- and spread abroad 
conradictions of the hoax. You would be 
surprised to know the number of letters I 
have received from Americans—almost ev- 
ery state in the union—all of them ‘swear- 
ing in the name of all the gods at once’ 
that they will live a year in anybody’s 
tomb—anywhere—for a cool million.”

Macon Throws Some Restrictions About 
the Sale of Liquor. : 


NEW OFFICERS TO BE ELECTED 


The Position of City Marshal Is Coveted 
by Many—A New Park Keeper 
Elected. 


Macon, Ga., January 3'—(Special.)—The 
city council has made one innovation, at 
least, in regard to the HNquor. business in 
Macon. Heretofore the clerk was author- 
ized to give to every dealer in the city a 
license on paymnt of the license tax, but 
under the new action of the council the 
clerk is only authorized to give licenses to 
dealers within the fire limits. He cannot 
gzive licenses to dealers_outside of the fire 
limits. Dealers living outside of the fire 
limits must make r@gular application and 
the applieation is passed on by the finance 
committee, chairman of the council and the 
mi.yor. This necessarily makes some of 
the dealers outside of the fire limits ner- 
vous and anxious, as thy don’t know 
whether or not their pplications will be 
granted. 

A New Park Keeper. 

The public works commission has elected 
ex-Patrolman Ray keeper of Central City 
park, in place of Mr. Harvey Fennell, who 
has been park keeper for several years. 
Mr. Ray had been a member of the police 
force of Macon for many years, but some 
time ago he ceased police duty. Mr. Ray 
was elected park keeper on the list of Jan- 
uary and he thought his salary would be 
$600 per annum, as this has been the pay 
of the park keeper for several years, but 
last night the finance committee of the city 
council recommended that the salary be 
cut to $400 per annum, 

Assistant City Engineer. 


Who will be assistant city engineer? The 
city council authorizes the city engineer to 
name the assistant, subject to confirmation 
by the council, and to be paid a salary of 
$40 per month. It is rumored that Mr. El- 
Kan may receive the appointment: He is a 
most excellent ycung gentleman and a 
Splendid engineer. 

Who ‘Will Be Marshal? 

There is some interest to know who will 
be elected city marshal by the city council 
on the second Tuesday night in February. 
This is a new office created by the new 
city charter. The salary of marshal has 
been fixed by the council at $900 per annum. 
There are several candidates. It is not 
known if ex-Chief of Police Kenan will be 
a candidate, but there is an impression 
among the people that he will be elected. 
He is now acting as marshal. Among the 
candidates is Mr. H. C. Billings, who is the 
workingmen’s candidate. The workingmen 
of Macon and Bibb county have always 
been an important factor in elections here 
and they think they are entitled to recog- 
nition at the hands of the city council, 
and ask the election of Mr. Billings. No mat- 
ter which one of the several candidates 
council elects a good man will be obtained 
for marshal.

In the former case we were unhesita- 
tingly opposed to a policy shaped by 
John Sherman, in the senate, and Tom 
Reed in the house, and the attitude of 
The Constitution has been vindicated a 
thousand times by the failure of every 
argument which was advanced in behalf 
of the repeal of the Sherman law with- 
out redeeming at the same time the 
pledge with which the promise of such 
repeal was coupled. 

The other great national issue attract- 
ing most the attention of the country 
at the present time is the tariff. If 
there is a heartier advocate of the pas- 
sage of the Wilson bill than The.Consti- 
tution we do not know where it is. We 
are heartily for the Wilson bill, in«the 
absence of anything better, though we 
believe that the party in power. should 
wipe out entirely the iniquitous features 
of the McKinley law, and substitute a 
tariff for revenue only, as promised by 
the party and ratified by the people. 

Concerning matters of finance, also a 
question of paramount importance, The 
Constitution stands absolutely and une- 
quivocally on that clause of the national 
platform which favors the repeal of the 
10 per cent tax on state bank issues. In 
advocacy of this, and of every other sol- 
emn pledge of the national democratic 
platform, can be considered as an at- 
‘tack on “the administration,” then we 
have no more to say. Further than that 
we propose to stand by that platform by 
day aid by night, week in and week 
out, until every pledge has either been 
redeemed or repudiated. If party hon- 
esty is -considered by the patronage 
touters to be administration treason, 
then it is time to make the traditional 
“most of it.” 

But what The Constitution has in- 
tended to impress is the fact that in 


reserve—that the silver coin, as well as 
the gold coin, shall be employed as the 
money of final payment. Instantly the 
pressure of the single gold standard 
would be lifted, our currency system 
would be placed practically on a bimetal- 
lic basis, and the country weuld enjoy 
something like its old-time prosperity. 

That i8 the remedy for the present 
troubles, but it is so simple that those 
who have charge of affairs will not un- 
dertake to apply it. 


An International Question. 

Beginning with the new year the old 
lottery in Louisiana ceased to exist, and 
the Honduras national lottery sprang 
up to take its place. 

It remains to be seen whether federal 
legislation has completely defeated this 
powerful organization. It has been 
driven out of the country, but it may be 
that under the conditions of the interna- 
tional postal union it will be as active 
among us as was the case when it had 
its headquarters in New Orleans. 

This great lottery company will be- 
come an overshadowing power in Cen- 
tral America. It pays Honduras an an- 
nual bonus of $1,000,000 and a percent- 
age on ticket sales. This will probably 
amount to $2,000,000 a year, more than 
the former revenue of the republic. The 
company will own an island and all 
the real estate it needs. Its materials 
will be free of duty, its employes will 
be exempt from military service, and 
it will enjoy valuable concessions and 
the protection of the government. 

The concern will announce its draw- 
ings by telegraph and send its circulars 
in sealed letters. Practically it will be 
the government of Honduras, and it is 
doubtful whether this country can do 
anything against it unless we cut off all 
intercourse with Honduras. 

It is an interesting international prob- 
lem and it will take time and new meth- 


-ods to settle it.

The proposition that was 
before the committee to tax wnese Inter- 
ests and exempt the incomes of wealthy - 
men was in the nature of a violation of 
the fundamental principle of democracy 
and abhorrent to the sense of justice 
that resides in the minds of the people. 
We are glad that the committee dis- 
posed of it in a summary manner. 


Low Tariff and New Markets. 

It has long been a well-known fact 
that our manufacturers, under the pro- 
te¢tive system, have found home mar- 
kets so profitable that they have not 
reached out for foreign trade. When 
we have sent goods to South America 
we have sold them very much lower than 
they are sold here. While our manufac- 
turers made a profit at this low rate, 
they naturally preferred to sell to home 
consumers at higher prices. 

Our coming low tariff will stop all this. 
Our manufacturers, finding that they 
must sell in the home markets at lower 
prices than formerly, will push into new 
markets, and by doubling the number 
of their customers make up for the de° 
cline in prices. Of course, when we

A Florida Sheriff ‘Holds a Prisoner 
Charged with Murder at $8860, 


C. F. Pons is the sheriff cf Baker county, 
Florida. Mr. Pons is an enterprising gen- 
tleman and is doubtless an excellent offi- 
cial, but he is just now engaged in en- 
deavoring to collect a bill from the state of 
Georgia which he will never succeed in 
collecting. 

Some time ago a man named Willis 
Hodges murdered George Johns in Charlton 
county. Hodges made his escape and went 
to Cuba. 

Before that he was wanted in Baker 
county, Florida for being an accessory to 
the murder ot James Sweat. 

Sheriff Pons in some way learned of 
Hodges’s whereabouts, had the governor 
send to Washington and secure extradition 
papers for the much wanted man, and, 
armed with these, went to Havana, se- 
cured his man and brought him ‘back to 
Florida. 

He was released on bail pending a hear- 
ing on the Florida charge. The governor of 
Florida sent a letter to Governor Northen 
asking whether he wanted Hodges, and 
requisition papers were accordingly made 
out and the sheriff of Chariton ‘county 
went down into Florida after his man. 
When he got there he found a stumbling 
block ir. his way. The sheriff had incurred 
a lot of costs in his pursuit and he wanted 
the money thus expended. The sheriff of 
Chariton county had no authority to pay 
any bill and he left without his man. Now 
Mr. Pons writes the governor telling him 
that Georgia can have the man on the 
payment of the costs, which he places at 
the very moderate sum of $860. Under the 
law the only way the governor can con- 
tribute to costs of this kind is to offer a 
reward, but he cannot offer over $500, so 
it is safe to say the gentleman from Flor- 
ida is not going to get any expenses out 
of Georgia.

AT REDUCED WAGES 


Dr. Eli Griffin Offered His Services 
to the County, 


BUT OR, GILBERT WAS RE-ELECTED 


Commissioner Charles Collier Was Biected 
Chairman of the Commission—All 
That Was Done. 


The board of county commissioners held 
the first meeting of the new year yesterday, 
and the features of the session, which were 
a long one, were the election of chairman 
of the board, election of, county officers and 
appointment of the road commissioners for 
the various districts. 

Chairman Hunnicutt called the meeting 
to order with Commissioners Nelms, Collins, 
Collier and Thompson all present, and the 
morning session was begun by a learned 
discussion by the different members of the 
commission as to the location of a certain 
road. The road commissioners of both 
Peachtree and Edgewood districts thought 
it belonged to each of them; the name of 
the road is Williams’s Mill road. The road 
commissioners of Edgewood district told 
parties living along the road that there 
would not be a new road laid out to tke 
exclusion of the old one, believing that 
they had jurisdiction as to district. In the 
meantime the commissioners in Peachtree 
district began to look after a new road, an 
order to that effect having been placed on 
the minutes of the county commission. 
The order was reconsidered after a thorough 
discussion as to the shades of meaning in- 
corporated in “‘revoke,’’ and “reconsider,” 
during which several of the commissioners 
showed that they were thorough etymolo- 
gists. The entire matter was then referred 
to the proper committee. 

The annual report of the superintendent of 
the almshouse was read and adopted and 
showed an exceedingly favorable state of 
affairs. There are now 100 inmates in the 
almshouse, and these are sustained at a 
cost of only 8% cents per day. During the 
year just past the superintendent reports 
that there were made 250 bushels of corn, 
400 bushels of sweet potatoes, 100 bushels of 
Irish potatoes, 50 bushels of* onions, 8,000 
pounds of cabbage and collards, 2,000 pounds 
of hay, 5,000 bundles of fodder, 100 bushels 
of oats, 1,000 pounds of hog meat and 600 
pounds of beef. 

Immediately after receiving the annual 
report of Dr. Hope, the board adjourned 
sine die for the purpose of reorganization. 
Mr. Hunnicutt was asked to take the caair. 


Collier Elected Chairman. 


‘“Since,’’ said Commissioner Nelms, “‘my 
friend, Mr. Hunnicutt, has been bothered 
so long with the chairmanship of the board, 
and for fear that the impression that there 
is no one else can fill it will get out, I 
nominate_Mr. Collier as chairman. I also 
move that we vote viva voce.” 

The motion was put by Mr. Hunnicutt, 
and Mr. Collier received two votes. Mr. 
, Hunnicutt suggested that it would be bet- 
ter to vote by ballot. Mr. Collins asked 
Commissioner Hunnicutt if he was a candi- 
date for re-election, stating that he believ- 
ed that the chairman shouki be elected for 
two years, 

The votes were cast as follows: 

First ballot—Hunnicutt, 2; Collier, 3; 
Thompson, 1. Second ballot—Hunnicutt, 2; 
Collier, 2; Thompson, 1. Third ballot—Hun- 
nicutt and Collier 2 each, and Thompson, 
1. Fourth ballot—Hunnicutt, 1; Thompson, 
1; Collinge, 1; follier, 2. Fifth bellot—Hunni- 
cutt, Collins and Thompson 1 each; Collier, 
2. Sixth ballot—Collier, 2; Thompson, 2; 
Nelms, 1. Seventh 
Collier and Thompson 2 each. Eighth bal- 
lot—Hunnicutt, Thompson and Collings 1 
each; Collier, 2. Ninth ballot—The same. 

Commissioner Nelms announced at this 
juncture that it was baby play to consume 
so much time, and on the next vote Commis- 
sioner Collier received three votes and was 
announced chairman of the board of com- 
missioners for 1894.

He. said it was the sense 
of the council that it would be better to 
have no bonds than to shut out home labor. 

Chairman Collier replied that it was the

AND STOCKS CLOSE AT THE HIGHEST 


The Cotton Market Active, with a Better 
Feeling Generally—Receipts In- 
creased Yesterday. 


NEW YORK, January 3.—At the opening 
df business on the stock exchange today, 
a determined effort was made by the short 
gnterest to depress prices, which was par- 
tially successful in the early dealings. 

The bear campaign was not, however, of 
fong duration, for the conditions did not 
seem to be entire:y favorable, and many 
of the shorts turned tail and began to cover, 
when they found that the market was 
strongly supported. Yesterday's disquieting 
rumors were not revived, and the a.r seem- 
ed to have been cleared by the announce- 
ment that the Holland Trust Company, 
the financia} institution, which yesterday x 
rumors referred to, going into liquidation, 
and had assets to meet all its obligatons. 
The weakness of the London market for 
American securities was @ factor in the 
early depression here, and there were sales 
of St. Paul for London account, which, 
however, caused a decline in these shares 
of only 1 per cent, which was soon recover- 
ed, and the final sales were 14 per cent 
above yesterday’s close. Sugar was most 
active'y traded in, and, after an early 
advance of % per cent, was attacked and 
forced down to 1% per cent; but the stock 
was strongly supported from the inside, 
and quickly rallied on good buying, a great 
deal of which was to cover short won 
tracts, the result being an advance’ of 3%, 
of which only % was lost at the close. 

Sugar preferred rose 1% per cent, Western 
Union declined % in the opening trading, 
and then took a sharp upward turn on 
heavy purchases, said to have been for the 
account of an inside pool; the advance 
from the low point of the morning. was 
25, per cent and the final was at the highest 
of the day. New Engiand rose % per cent

buying being credited in a large measure 
to the New Haven “nterest.

home on Walton street, but his condition is 
not so alarming as it was last Tuesday. 

It is hoped, with the aid of good nursing, 


and his own superior skill, as one of the - 


most eminent physicians of the country, 
that he will soon be fairly on the road to 
an early and complete recovery. 

in view of the brilliant service which Dr. 
Miller- has rendered to the country, not 
~veby in the line of his immediate profession, 
but as an orator, a scholar and a man of 
culture, the apprehensions of his friends 
were naturally aroused by the announce- 


ment of his illness which appeared yester- 


day. : 
Though well advanced in years, having 
reached his four score limit, Dr. Miller has 
always been a man of strong vitality. The 
prudence of his early years, allied with 
the vigor of his splendid constitution, has 
enabled him to battle against disease in 
every form, and will, in all probability, 
supply him with enough resistance to over- 
come ‘his present malady. 

Dr. Miller, in common with nearly every 
one else, was prostrated with the grip 
about two weeks ago, This was the begin- 
ning of his illness. He has been confined 
to his bed ever since and has suffered acute- 
ly from his pains incident to that epi- 

ic,

For strength of mind and versatility of 
intellect Dr. Miller has rarely beep sur- 
passed. He has always been equal to any 
emergency, whether summoned to the bed- 
side of a patient at the last moment, dur- 
ing a critical illness, or called to his Tteet 
during a heated debate in the highest as- 
sembly of the nation. 

It was nearly fifty years ago that Dr. 
Miller acquired the familiar epithet of the 
*“‘Demosthenese of the Mountains.” His el- 
oquence was like that of a torrent, proceed- 
ing from the mountains by which his ora- 
tory was inspired.: He plunged into the 
campaign of 1840 with all of the dash and 
ardor of a young cavalier, and was recog- 
nized from the start in comparison with 
such orators asefigured in the political af- 
fairs of that time as one of the most bril- 
liant men on the stump. 

He remained in public life almost contin- 
ually until 1868, when his political honors 
culminated in his triumphant election to 
the United States senate. In that body 
he was recognized as one ef the boldest 
nd most typical exponents of the section 
which he represented.

JACKSON 1S HERB. 


The Alleged Typewriter Thief in the 
Atlanta Prison. 


HE IS A SHREWD LOOKING FELLOW 


He Denies the Wtole Story, but There 
Are Circumstances Agaiust:Him. 
W hat the Typewriter Men Say. 


Typewriters—cold, unfeeling mechanical 
contrivances and not charming, bright- 
faced human typewriter—are responsible for 
the unhappy predicament’ of Mr. E. W. 
Jackson, who claims Baltimore, Md., as 
his home. 

Mr. Jackson is a handsome young man 
of, perhaps, twenty-seven, with a clear, 
brown eye, a crisp brown mustache, a neai 
brown suit of clothes, and with a feneral 
aspect of “brownness, but withal a very 
prepossessing person in appearance. He 
has the easy air of a man who nas knocked 
about the wor:d, and is unusually shrewd. 

Mr: Jackson is now conducting his re- 
flections in a cell in the Allanta police 
station. Tuesday night he reclined upon a 
soft bunk in the cky prison ot the Classic 
City, almost within the shadow of the State 
university. Last night he was transferred 
to Atlanta by a gentleman who took a keen 
personal delight in the mission, as he re- 
gards himself as a victim of the cleverness 
of Mr. Jackson. 

If Mr. Jackson is the man he is saspected 
of being, he is one of the brightest young 
rogues in the country. There is a yery 
large margin for doubting that he is that 
man. A few condemnatory circumstances 
seem to connect him with the bad man who 
has been a bugaboo in all of the typewriter 
offices of the south for several weeks. Two 
incidents connect him direct:y with the 
disposition of. two typewriters stolen from 
the Yost Typewriter Company. 

Messrs. Fielder & Mower, general agents 
of the Yost company, with offices in the 
Equitable building, caused Jackson's arrest. 
Acting upon a request from them, Chief 
Connolly wired Chief of Police wvavis, of 
Athens, Ga.; to arrest Jackson when it 
was learned that he was in that city. The 
circumstances leading up to his arrest form 
quite a story. 

About the Ist of December a young man, 
giving his name as EK. L. Palmer, went to 
Daiton, Ga., and registered at the Dalton 
hotel. He gave out his intention of opening, 
on a large seale, a wholesale grocery estab- 
lishment. He rented a large store for his 
new business, as well as a commodious 
residence, which he ordered repapered and 
made ready for his occupancy. He is said 
to have employed several young men of 
Dalton to travel for him. 

During the course of his preparations 
for opening business, he. wrote to several 
typewriter dealers asking them to ship 
machines on trial. He seems to have had 
two machines on hand at the time. Among 
the agents who shipped him machines was 
the firm of Fie!der & Mower, of this city. 
They shipped him a machine on three days’ 
trial, and at the expiration of that time a 
representative of the firm went to Dalton 
to close the contract with Palmer. 

The agent found that Mr. Palmer had left 
the city and that his board bill was unpaid. 
Suspecting that something was wrong, Mr. 
Mower went to Chattanooga, where he 
learned that Palmer had also got a ma- 
chine from the Chattanooga agency, after 
leaving Dalton. He first wrote to the Chat- 
tanooga agents requesting them to send 
the machine on trial. Reaching ‘Chatta- 
nooga a few days later, he called at the 
Office and.carried the machine away to save 
express, as he stated. In the same way he 
is said to have got a Remington. 

Tuesday morning Messrs. Fielder & Mower 
received a telegram from the New York 
headquarters of the Yost company notifying 
them that a man named EE. W. Jackson 
had sold a machine in Salisbury, N. C., and 
had skipped a board bill there. They tele- 
and found that the 


number of the typewriter sold there by 


. Jackson was identical with. that of the ‘ma- 


chine Palmer had taken’from the Chatta- 
nooga office. 

in the afternoon Vielder & Mower received 
a telegram from Mr. Fred 8. Morton, of 
Athens, saying that a man of the name of 
E. W. Jackson, representing himself as a 
traveling agent of the Yost company, was 
in Athens, and asked for information about 
him. Mr. Morton is the local agent at Ath- 
ens and he wanted to know about the al- 
leged agent. Fielder & Mower telegraphed 
Mr. Morton to have Jackson arrested at 
once. Mr. Mower called on Chief Connolly 
and had an official request for Jackson's 
arrest wired to Athens. 

Chief Connolly yesterday received a tele- 
gram from Chief Davis announcing Jack- 
son's arrest. A warrant was immediately 
sworn out against him and Mr. Mower was 
deputized to go to the Classic City and 
bring the prisoner to this city. 

Both Mr. Mower and Mr. Fielder are con- 
fident that Jackson is Palmer, of Dalton. 
The number of the machine sold in Athens 
by Jackson is the same as that shipped by 
the Atlanta agency to Palmer. They say 
that the government authorities also want 
Jackson for using the mails for fraudulent 
purposes. 

Mr. Mower reached the city from Athens 
last night with Jackson in his charge. He 
carried his prisoner to the police station 
and had him locked up. Jackson was very 
pleasant to every'‘one, but was taciturn 
regarding his arrest. He refused to speak 


‘to any one about the case until he had con- 


sulted an attorney. 

‘IT am from Baltimore, and have a wife 
there,’’ he told a Constitution :eporter. ‘I 
have no business in the south, and have no 
excuse for being here. _I had rather not 
talk about my case until I have consulted 
with an attorney.” « 

Im a general way he denied the chafges 
made against him, but admitted that he 
had made a mistake in representing himself 
as a traveling agent of the Yost company 
in Athens. He denied the Salisbury trans- 
action, but a memoranda of it was found 
in a notebook taken from his pocket. and 
there is little doubt about his teing the 
man who disposed of the typewriter there. 
He also denies the Dalton affair. 

Messrs. Fielder & Mower have in their 
possession the history of a man calling 
himself E. B. Jones, who worked Richmond, 
Ky., early in December, in pretty much the 
same style as Palmer did Dalton. Jones 
left that city by the light of the moon, 
carrying away two or three typewriters.

IN THE CITY HALL. 


The West End Safe Is So Heavy It Causes 
the Walls of the Building to Shake, 


THE FINANCE COMMITTEE MEETS 


But Does Nothing—Atianta’s Chief Sanitary. 


Inspector Goes to Brunswick to 
Look Over the Field. 


City officials who occupy rooms on the 
northern side of the Chamber of Commerce 
building had the shakes yesterday morning 
for the first hour or two after beginning 
their day’s work. 

The floor of the Chamber of Commerce 
building on which the city offices are locat- 
ed sank during Tuesday night, and when 
the offices‘on the northern side of the hall- 
way were opened yesterday for the day’s 
work a great wide gap was found both at 
the floor upon which the officers walk and 
near the ceiling upon which the files peram- 
bulate in the summer time. 

Those great wide gaps were not there 
when the offices were closed Tuesday night, 
and when Mr. Kellum, the bookkeeper in 
the comptroller’s office, happened to spy 
them, those to whom he pointed them out 
became almost stampeded. On the north 
side of the building are located the offices of 
the comptroller, the city tax assessors and 
receivers and the city marshal. These three 
officials occupy all of the rooms on that side 
of the building and underneath the floor 
upon which they walk and work is the base- 
ment of the Chamber of Commerce build- 
ing, a large airy space. Tuesday evening, 
when the offices were closed, the paper on 
the wal fitted like a hand-me-down suit, 
but when the offices were opened yesterday 
morning it was found that the floor in the 
comptroller’s office had sunk nearly a half 
inch, while there was an opening twice as 
great between the ceiling and the walls 
which were built up from the floor. 

The shrinkage or drop in the floor made 
the floor in the comptroller’s office so un- 
even that it was apparent, and when the 
change was at first discovered the comptrol- 
ler felt uneasy. But ag soon as the building 
was investigated it was found that under 
the floor in the basement were supports 
heavy and sufficiéit to hold up a building 
twice the weight of the walls of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. This made the officials 
feel easy and the day’s work went on as 
though the discovery had never been made. 

“I can’t imagine,’’ said Comptrolfer Gold- 
smith, in talking of the shrinkage, ‘“‘what 
caused it unless it was the fact that on 
yesterday we moved in the safe which West 
End used before it became the seventh 
ward. The safe, it is true, is not so large 
as some of the smallest the citv has, but it 
might have been heavy enough to have 
caused the trouble. The truth is I think 
the floor had all it could carry before that 
safe came in, and the additional weight was 
what caused it to go down. But the walls 
are well supported and there is no trouble, 
and none of us are at all scared about it. 
The walls on the other side of the building 
are held up by strong iron posts and nothing 
less than the hardest kind of an earthquake 
coulda shake them.”’ 

West End’s Assets. 

The property of West End, that is the 
movable property of that suburb, was 
brought into the city yesterday by Marshal 
Caidwell and turned over to Comptroller 
Goldsmith. 

Two mules and a wagon, which have been 
doing the garbage work for West End for 
some time past, were among the assets and 
these same two mules and wagon brought 
the movable assets into the.city, and with 
them a list of the real estate which the 
annexed territory turned over to Atlanta. 
On the wagon was a complete inventory 
of the property West End owned before it 


was anpexed to Atlanta. That inventory " 


showed that West Hind had besides the 
school buliding and lot, two lots, a quan- 
tity of gas pipe and sewer pipe, two mules, 
a wagon, an iron safe and a lot of claims 
all of which reached the value of assets 
that were claimed by the committee when 
the articles of annexation were agreed 
upon, 

The safe and other attoceilll Coscia were 
turned over to Comptroller Goldsmith, who 
receipted for them. The wagon and mules 
were sent to Captain Dave G. Wylie, su- 


perintendent of public works, who put them | 


Into service at once, while the deeds to the 
real estate and the other property were 
listed among Atlanta’s assets. 


Met But Did Nothing. 


The new finance committee met yesterday 
afternoon in the mayor's office for an in- 
formal talk over the recepts and dis- 
bursements for the year ‘94, but nothing 
was done,’as the amount of the estimated 
value of Atlanta’s realty and personalty 
is yet unknown to the committee. Mr. Stock- 
dell, chairman of the committee, was out 
of the city and the committee will hardly 
do anything until his return. 


He Has Gone to Brunswick. 


The sanitary committee for the year ‘94, 
appointed by Mayor Goodwin Monday night, 
made its first visit to the sanitary grounds 
yesterday, accompanied by Chief Sanitary 
Inspector Veal. The grounds were looked 
over and plans for the years will be sug- 
gested by the chief at a later date. At 
noon Mr. Veal left for Brunswick where he 
goes in response to an invitation from that 
city to investigate the sanitary condition. 
with a view to giving the officials some sug- 
gestions as to the future. 


A Comprehensive Paper 


One of the most complete papers that ever 
went into the city archives was the report 
of Mr. Frank P. Rice, chairman of the 
tax committee last year. The report not 
only covers the work of the tax department 
for the year but it shows how the tax sys- 
tem of Atlanta can be greatly and mate- 
rially improved so that the collections may 


‘be more regular and systematic, The re- 


port makes a comparison between the work, 
done by various committees, and while it 
shows that the committee of '98 has dane 
the best work on record, it shows how the 
work of that committee can be beaten. 

; The. Bridge Committee. 

The bridge committee, Mr. Harralson, 
chairman, will’ have a meeting this after- 
noon to consider the work that should be 
done this year. It is understood that a new 
bridge on Broad street will be one of the 
first’ things the new committee on bridges 
will tackle. But the members of the com- 
mittee say that the Alabama street bridge 
will not be overlooked and that before the 
year 1894 is out the people of Atlanta will 
see work on that great highway started.

BLIND TOM LIVES. 


He is Said to Be a Prisoner in a Tene- 


ment in Yew York. 


NONE BUT HIS KEEPERS SEE SM 


‘Mrs. Leger Is Hiding Him from the Offi- 


cers—He Has a Pianc§Jand Plays 
a8 Sweetly as Ever. 


New York, January 3.—Blind Tom, the 
black musical wonder, who for more than 
three years has been supposed to be dead, 
is an unwilling prisoner under lock and key 
4n an East Side tenement. His keepers are 
@man and a woman. The latter, who has 
defied court after court to take the musi- 
cian from her, is the widow of John G. Be- 
thune, Blind Tom’s former . master. To 
thwart justice and block litigation, Tom's 
keepers had caused rumor efter rumor to 


be éirculated to the effect that he was 


dead. Alleged confirmation of the prodigy’s 
demise’ was had at the time of the Johns- 
town flood, when the body of a negro was 
recovered and a woman came forward and 
identified the body as that of Thomas Wizg- 
‘gins, which is Blind Tom's right name. As 
such the body. was buried, and a small 
marble tablet bears the date and fact of 
Blind Tom's death. 

But it was not the musician’s body that 
had been laid to rest. Blind Tom; who 
was then in the custody of his present 
keepers, was secretly brought east and has 
since been dead to the pub.ic. He was re- 
moved to this city seven months ago and 
has since been kept in seclusion. Despite 
the precautions of his keepers to guard 
their secret, Blind Tom has been found 
with his wonderful musical power undi- 
minished. 

The prison house is a four-story brown 
stone front tenement in Twenty-first street. 
His rooms, five in number, are on the 
third floor. No one is ever admitted to the 
prison, not even the grocery boy. His bas- 
ket is placed outside the rear door of the 
apartment and the grocery boy goes away. 

Then the door is opened, either by the 
former, Mrs. Bethune, or by Albert J. Ler- 
che, her husband, who stealthily emerges 
and, hastily snatching up the articles, dis- 
appears inside. The mysterious conduct of 
the couple is the talk of the neighborhood. 

No Stranger Admitted. 

As to the furnishings of Blind Tom’s 
apartments, little is Known, as no stranger 
is ever admitted. There is a piano, upon 
which Tom is heard playing at all hours 
of the day. The neighbors..have never 
guessed the identity of the pianist. When- 
ever Tom plays, the tenants crowd into the 
hallways and listen with rapt attention. 
Sometimes he sings, and his voice blends 
splendidly with the piano’s notes. 

A dozen attempts to gain access to the 
rooms h. ’e been without success. Repeat- 
ed knockings at the door were of no ayail, 
although it was Known that Mrs. Lerche 
was inside. 

Lerche before he married the widow Be- 
thune once opposed Mrs. Bethune’s effort 
to obtain possession of the negro. That 
was in 1885, when he obtained the power of 
attorney from Tom’s mother, Charity Wig- 
gins, to defend her son’s interest in court. 
The effort failed, and Mrs. Eliza Bethune, 


. then a widow, retained possession of Tom. 


Lerche wooed and won the widow. When 
she obtz‘ned control of Blind Tom Mrs. 
Bethune was required by court to render an 
accounting every year. For six years she 
conducted the tours about the country and 
reaped all the profit. She has not made 
the accounting demanded by law, and it 
is alleged that she has made at least $30,000 
out of the concerts in that time. Contempt 
proceedings have been brought against her, 
but she has'‘successfully fought off the law- 
yers and summons servers. 

Blind Tom was_born in Georgia May 25, 
1849, so that he is forty-four years old. His 
mother, Charity Wiggins, although over 
eighty years of age, is alive and living with 
her children in Muscogee county, Georgia. 
Her husband, Mingo, died ten years ago. 
Bhe had eleven other children, all of whom 
Are said to be living. Tom was an idiot 
from birth, and at three years of age was 
sold to J. N. Bethune, of Fauquier county, 
Virginia. From his earliest years Tom 
showed a wonderful appreciation for music. 
On the Bethune plantation he first heara 
the notes of a piano. He was often found 
with his ear pressed to the wall of the house 
when the piano was being played, aad ke 
sang or whistled airs after hearing them 
once. 


A Natural Musician. 


At four years of age Tom astonished the 
Bethune family by his wonderful execution 
on the piano. When the bo was eight 
years of age his master, J. N. Bethune, 
toured the country with him and later went 
to Europe, where the musician played be- 
fore the crowned heads of the continent. 
Over $200,000 was realized from the first 
tour. When J. N. Bethune tired of making 
money out of Blind Tom, his son, John G. 
Bethune, assumed the management of the 
eolored wonder and toured him throughout 
the country, from July 10, 1870, when his 
father succeeded in having him appointed 
etrator of the blind idiot’s person by the 
oe of Virginia, until 1883, when the son 

ed. 

In the intervening period young Bethune 
married the present Mrs. Lerche. He es- 
tablished a valuable racing stable, known 
as the Bethune stable of Kentucky, out of 
Blind Tom’s earnings. During all this time 
the idiot never received a cent for his ser- 
vices. It is said he was cuffed and beaten 
when he rebelled. The Bethuné& successfy]- 
ly fought every suit brought in Tom's be- 
half. The Virginia court decided that he 
was entitled to a portion of his earnings 
and gave judgment for $70,000, and the Be- 
thune estate is still liable for that amount 
but the judgment has never been satisfied. 

Since she acquired possession of Blind 
Tom, Mrs. Lerche has been enabled to pur- 
chase 123 acres of property at Navesink 
Highlands, N. J., for which she has paid 
$33,000 The property is easily worth $100,- 
000 nuw. Blind Tom in the meantime re- 
mains a prisoner in the East Side tenement

RAILROAD NEWS. 


Rumors of an Effort to Wréck the At- 
lanta Consolidated, 


BUT IT WILL LIKELY HANG FIRE 


The Directors ofthe Atlanta and West 
Point Hold a Meeting—Other Gos- 
sip and News ot the Day. 


The plan for discharging the entire float- 
ing indebedness of the Atlanta Consolidated 
Street Railway -Company has received con- 
siderable strength during the last twenty- 
four hours. 

Since the company’s failure te pay the 
coupons due on yesterday no news has 
reached the company of any effort on the 
part of any creditors or coupon holders to 
institute proceedings; but on the contrary 
Mr. Hurt has received a number of letters 
from parties holding coupons stating that 
they would not present their coupons for 
payment but would hold them awaiting 
the consummation of the plan under way. 

T plan, fully outlined in yesterday’s 
Congtitution, sems to be in the interest of 
both the stockholders and bondholders, and 
it is contemplated will place the company 
on a sounder financial basis than it has 
been since organization. 

Already about 85 per cent of the bond- 
holders have come into the agreement, and 
it is expected that others will be heard 
from in time, some of them being in Europe. 
It is safe to assume that the plan has 
practically reached consummation, only 
awaiting time to hear from all of the 
parties interested. 

There has been a rumor circulated in the 
city that certain active parties are. endeav- 
oring to get together a number of unsecured 
claims with a view to filing a bill, but all 
effort in that direction seems to have been 
fruitless. The company’s accounts are all 
in the hands of its friends, or are Bing paid 
as presented, and the’ parties who have un- 
dertaken to bring about a state of disaster 
to this company which is of such vast im- 
portance to Atlanta, doubteless have given 
up their sensational course as an unworthy 
effort. 


Good for the Atlanta and West Point. 

The regular January meeting of the di- 
rectors of the Atlanta and West Point Rail- 
way Company has been held and the usual 
dividend of 3 per cent has been declared. 

This is good news, to be sure, for the rail- 
road that declares a dividend these. trouble- 
some times deserves to be congratulated, 
in that it is the exception rather than he 
rule. 

The reports of the officers of the Atlanta 
and West Point were of particular interest, 


giving favorable figures of earnings for the 


past six months. 
The gross earnings for the six months 
just past run»up to $254,957. For the same 


‘period of the year prior, to ‘94 the gross 


earnings were $241,943. The increase is $13,- 
034. 

The net earnings of the road for the past 
six months amount to $106,306, and the net 
earnings for the same period of °'S2 were 
only $81,860. Thus it is seen that there is a 
clear increase of about $24,000. 

The dividends will be paid out of the 
net earnings amounting to $73,000, thus leav- 
ing ahout $34,000 to be placed on the bookg 
to the account of surplus profits. 

This is an excellent showing for the road 
within the past six months, for it is genera- 
ally Known that the last half of the last 
year has been the hardest time on rail- 
roads ever before «nown. 

The splendid showing of the railroad men 
in charge of the Atlanta and West Point 
is encouraging. At the same time it shows 
up well for the men themselves, for the 
economical management of the Atlanta and 
West Point is due much of the credit in 
brinigng about such splendid records for 
the reports given at the late meeting. 

There will be a meeting of the directors 
of the Western Railway of Alabama in 
Montgomery on the 10th for the purpose of 
ratifying the work of Mr. Comer, of the 
Central, in planning to oust the present 
officers of the company. 

Much interest attavhes to this approach- 
ing meeting. 

Railway Constraction. : 

The year just closed having been memo- 
rable as a year of financial calamity, has 
naturally also been a period of compara- 
tively small railway building, says The Rail- 
way Age. The country is not by any means 
yet supplied with all needed r ys. Many 
hundreds of practicable lines have been 
projected and will eventually be built, but 
capital has learned that railway investments 
are beset with many dangers and uncertain- 
ties, nd so when hori times tome new 
enterprises of this kind are among the first 
to suffer rfom inability to raise money. Al- 
though it was evident before 1893 opened 
that the pace’ of preceding years would not 
be maintained in railway building, yet 
work was soon in progress on a sufficient 
number of lines to make it probable that 
the year’s total of new track would reach 
3,000 to 3,500 miles. But the July panic put 
a sudden stop to a number of lines on 
which work had been actively progressing 
and caused serious delay in others, so that 
the end of the year finds many unfinished 
lines on which much work has been done, 
and leaves the total of new mileage less than 
for any twelve months fn the last seven- 
teen years. Our records show that the 
new main track laid in the United States 
in 1898 aggregates 2,630 miles on 222 lines 
in forty-three of the states and territories; 
also that in Canada 461 miles have been 
built on sixteen miles and in Mexico ninety- 
nine miles on five lines. The summary for 
the different states is as follows:

The Prospect for Good Times This 
. Year Flattering. 


MERCHANTS TALK MOST HOPEFUYLL 


Bankers and Manufacturers All Give En- 
couraging Expressions of Opinicm, 
Hold the New Year Down. 


If the business men of Atlanta know what 
they are talking about—and they ought to 
—the year 1894 is going to be a hummer. 

The man who predicted last summer a 
rich harvest this January for the sheriff 
of Fulton county fs ashamed to show his 
face these bright days, and the general 
good feeling among the representative bus- 
iness men of Atlanta of every trade is indi- 
cation enough that the Gate City of the 
south is as solid as the everlasting rock 
of Gibraltar. 

Never was there such a bright new year. 

All of the merchants unite to predict 
that this year is going to be one of plenty. 

They have bridged over the hard times 
of the summér just past most admirably 
and have’ gone to work for the coming year 
with a unity of aim and a unity of ambi- 
tion. 

The. leading and representative business 
men of Atlanta see nothing of doubt in 
the year that’s coming. They are all in 
the best of spirits and are as busy as two 
bees in a tar bucket selling goods and 
shipping off the products of their facto- 
ries. 

The manufacturing interests of the city 
were never in better shape and the men 
who manipulate them say they intend to 
do the best business this year they have 
ever done before. 

The banks are giving their regular an- 
nual statements to the public these early 
days of 1894, and it is truly gratifying tq see 
in what good condition they begin the work 
of the new year. 

The retail houses are selling goods as 
fast as their clerks can hand them out, 

The wholesale men say they have noticed 
improvements in the first few days of the 
new year over the trade of the same days 
of last year. 

It is no exaggeration to say that noth- 
ing clouds the financial firmament of the 
city in the outset. It is a reasonable pre- 
sumption that business will continue good, 
and surely it is speaking in no hyperbole 
to say that brighter days dawn with the 
new year for Atlanta than have been her- 
alded by many new years past. 

Bankers are Encouraged. 


“TIT am no ps and I try to look 
well into the signs of the times before I 
speak,’ s*id Captain Robert Lowry, presi- 
dent of tne Atlanta Clearing House Asso- 
ciation, yesterday, talking about the condi- 
tion of the banks of Atlanta at this sea- 
son. “‘No, I try to talk carefully at all 
times, but I want to say that 1 have ob- 
served many indications of promise since 
the new yéar opened. 

“Take, for instance, the business right 
before my eyes—the business of the Lowry 
Banking Company. Il observe that for the 
first two days of the year we have had 
just twice the amount of deposits we had 
for the same two days last year. 

‘This means something. The bank state- 
ment we have just sent out shows that we 
have done a good business for the year and 
that our institution never begun a year 
with better prospects. 

“I am of the opinion that we will have a 
steady and healthful growth of trade and 
business this year. 1 am sure we can have 
no such times as we felt last summer for 
awhile. 1 believe, however, that not until 
the country knows what to expect from 
congress will we enjoy that prosperity we 
ought to be enjoying here at the south, 

“The best sign of the times is the fact 
that the agricultural interests of the coun- 
try are so safe.

The banks 
are solid, and to judge from ~ the, 
few failures it is natural to believe 
that there is nothing but good feciings 
and sound relations between the banks and 
the merchants and also between the mer- 
chants and the people. 

“I think the prospects substantial—not 
flattering. I think there will be a stealy 
growth of business in all trades. I am not 
ef the opinion that this growth will be a 
rvsh, or boom growtn.

HE USED THE CIRCULAR FRAUD 


So It Is Claimed, and Pocketed a Lot of 
Money for Which He Gave No 
Value Received. 


A quiet investigation, which has been in 


| progress at the custom house for several 


weeks, will likely terminate this morning 
in a preliminary trial before Judge Broyles, 
the United States commissioner. 

From a glimpse of the matter, which was 
caught yesterday afternoon, it promises to 
afford a lively sensation. 

Postoffice Inspector T. W. Jones has been 
in charge of the investigation and he has 
cleverly managed his little game. There 
seems to be no doubt of the affair, so far 
as the alleged charges are concerned, and 
the man, who appears to be in default, will 
be given an opportunity to clear hjmself 
today. 

In a word, to give an inkling of the story, 
it seems to be a case similar, in many of 
its features, though on a smaller scale, to 
that which has recently been concluded in 
Jackson, Tenn. 

The name of this local Howard is still a 
mystery. He has signed himself alternately 
by the names of J. 8. Stripling, J. N. 
Strickland and 8S. R. Seaton, as safety or 
convenience has from time to time recom- 
mended. Latterly he has adopted the name 
of the Stamp and Print Company, oper- 
ating his business at Marietta, Ga. For 
the past few weeks he has had his mail 
delivered to him as J. N. Strickland, at Nos. 
9 and 1l Mitchell street, in this city. 

Strickland, to adopt one of his signa- 
tures, in the absence of his reaJ name, has 
adopted, for the purpose of extorcing money 
from the public, that popular imposition 
known as the circular fraud. Intrinsically, 
of course, there is nothing harmful in a 
circular, but the manner in which this in- 
nocent affair has been abused of late has 
brought it into serious, if not fatal, noto- 
riety. A number of people have received 
circulars, a few of-them cleverly prepared, 
but the greater number of them apparent 
frauds, who will cheerfully subscribe to 
this impeachmert. The circular, as a means 
of perpetrating fraud, has acquired within 
the last five years a peculiar and rapid pop- 
ularity, but no one appears to have used 
it to better advantage or to have brought 
it to a higher state of perfection than the 
man who is known to the inspector as J. 
N. Strickland. 

Launching the Scheme, 


To build up the story from the facts, 
which were gatnered in a rather desultory 
and disconnected manner from the custom 
house yeg:erday, Strickland appears to 
have started out in his careet, Uke a ‘‘vil- 
lage Hampden,’’ at a little place in Georgia 
called Hickory Level. 

At this place he conceived -the idea of 
sending out a lot of circulars. Among the 
number printed was a small dodger about 
six inches in length by four in width. Just 
below the name of the village, at the top 
of the circular, a space was left for the in- 
sertion of the party’s name to whom the 
circular was to be mailed. 

The dodger then went on to say in the 
most innocent and unassuming manner 
that the undersigned had formed a contract 
with the publishers to furnish a lot of 
names for the American Business Men’s 
Guide, a commercial volume which was 
published in one of the northern cites. Hid 
object was to get one name out of every 
family in the United States, with the na- 
tionaliy, occupation and religion of the in- 
dividual. He desired the party to whom 
the circular was mailed to undertake the 
agency for his particular neighborhood. In 
order to get a sample copy of the book 
he would have to mail to the undersigned 
the sum of $1.12 to cover the actual ex- 
pense only of publication. After a few 
lines, in addition to this statement, in which 
the character of the book was highly rec- 
ommended and the idea suggested that 
possibly a large sum of money could be 
realized by an energetic man from such an 
agency, the circular closed with the signa- 
ture of J. 8. Stripling. 

On the back of the circular, in rough let- 
ters, showing that a rude stamp had been 
applied, was this direction: 

“After October 5th address your letters to 
J. N. Strickland, 280 Third street, Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 

Then a.few lines below this was a sec- 
ond stamp bearing the advice, ‘‘After Sep- 
tember 22d address me at Dalton, Ga.’’ 

In reply to the letters and circulars which 
were thus mailed quite a number of letters 
were received, and a lot of money found 
its way into the pockets of Strickland. 


He Had No Books. 


The book, of course, was a mere abstrac- 

was no such a publication. | 
in all probability, and Strickland had none | 
of them in stock, so far as any information | 


tion. There 


could be obtained. When he obtained an 
order for the book, which implied an ac- 
ceptance of the agency, and which was ac- 
companied by the cash, he@nerely put the 
latter into his pocket, and the ‘book was 
never forwarded. 

After doing business in one place he 
would soon turn up in another, as he real- 
ized that he had used a particular location 
as long as he could do so with impunity. 
If negotiations were pending with a cer- 
tain party he would write that he had 
moved his business to a certain location 
or had sold out to such imaginary individu- 
als as 8. R. Seaton and J. S. Stripling, all 
of whom were simply the nominal dis- 
guises of himself. 

A. number of parties with whom the al- 
leged Strickland had business transactions 
began to feel uneasy when they failed to 
hear from their money or to receive the 
mooted publication. In a few cases letters 
of complaint were addressed to him and to 
all of these he replied that he had not re- 
ceived the money. 

A number of these would-be agents ad- 
dressed their communications to the post- 
office authorities, and in this way the in- 
vestigation ‘irst began to assume definite 
shape. Letters were written to the various 
postmasters over the country, who lived in 
the neighborhoods identified with the ope- 
rations of Strickland, and the invariable 
answer to all of these letters was a pro- 
found ignorance of the individual. 

Running Him Down. 

The matter was finally placed in the hands 
of the postoffice inspector. Mr. Jones be- 
gan to work up the case about six weeks 
ago. Letters were written to parties all 
over the country who had been defrauded 
and affidavits as to the manner of the im- 
position® which was practiced on them se- 
cured. Enough evidence. to criminate the 
party was obtained and the next thing was 
to look out for Strickland. Warrant for 
Strickland, Stripling and Seaton were secur- 
ed, and yesterday morning a party answer- 
ing to the descriptions of the man alleged to 
have issued the circular, was caught a few 
miles south of Atlanta. He. had been seen at 
Douglasville the day before and this is 
what led *> his capture. H~ will reach the 
city this morning and will be given a trial 
before Judge Broyles.
